PROCLAMATION. 


. 7HEREAS His Majefty for fome Time paft, hath been afflicted with a 
\ \ fevere and dangerous Illnefs, from which through the Bleffing of Pro: 
videncc he is now perfectly recovered. 


I have therefore thought proper to iffue this Proclamation, and to appoint 
Wednefday the 20th Day of May next enfuing, as a Day of Public Thankfgiving 
to Almighty God throughout this Province: And all His Majefty’s Liege Sub- 
jects are required, folemnly to obferve the Day, by attending the Worfhip of 
God, and offering up their grateful Acknowledgments and Praife to the Foun- 
tain of all Goodnefs for fo fignal and tranfcendant a Mercy to this and every 
other Part of His Majefty’s Dominions. 


And all Clergymen and Minifters of the Gofpel, are defired to adapt their 
Sermons and Difcourfes to the Occafion, and to ftir up their Refpeétive Con- 
gregations to a thankful Remembrance of the Divine Mercy in this Inftance as 
well as to Loyalty and Reétitude of Life: And all Judges, Sheriffs and other 
Magiftrates are recommended to obferve the Day as above f{pecified, and to fee 
that it be duly obferved by others in their feveral Diftriéts.
